Copies of 
the receipts are attached. It is again respectfully requested that these amendments be entered. 

Unofficially applicant's counsel had been informed earlier that the application 
without these amendments had been passed to allowance and was now back with the 
Examiner. 

During the interview counsel showed how the new claims submitted in these 
amendments followed along the line of the former ostensibly-allowable claims. Dr. 
Subramanian and Dr. Patel pointed out that a new search would have to be made, and 
brought US Patent No. 6,052,074 of Zeivides, filed December 23, 1997, to counsel's 
attention. Counsel noted that the earliest effective filing date of the patent came after the 
earliest date of the parent of the present continuation application. Dr. Subramanian indicated 
that the PTO had not entered any claim for priority of the parent and grandparent cases of 
the present application in the file of this application. Counsel indicated that applicant had 
already claimed priority of parent and grandparent applications in the declaration of the 
present application. Counsel indicated that he would submit a separate claim for priority and 
amendment to the specification. This should overcome the citation of patents of applicant 
Burke as well as the Zeivides reference.
